Early in the season it was announced that the pictures of the 
Second Prize Fund Exhibition, of New York, would constitute the 
principal portion of the Southern Exposition’s art display this year. 
Owing, however, to a breach of faith upon the part of the American 
Art Association (the firm managing the Prize Fund Exhibition for_the 
subscribers to the fund), the Southern Exposition terminated its nego¬ 
tiations in that quarter, and exerted itself to obtain a collection of 
pictures which would even better satisfy the demands of a class of 
Exposition visitors which has enjoyed each year, since the establishment 
of the Southern Exposition, the best collection of paintings publicly 
shown in America during that year. 

To this end the studios of the leading artists were visited, and 
selections were made from the best works to be found therein. Many 
of the principal paintings in the National Academy Exhibition for this 
year were secured upon the close of the exhibition, and several of the 
most prominent owners of private collections kindty consented to loan 
some of their choicest pictures. The buffalo Fine Arts Academy very 
generously contributed many of its most highly valued works—paint¬ 
ings, for the most part, purchased with the interest of a large “trust 
fund” provided for the acquisition of the best works by American artists 
exhibited in Buffalo from year to year. On invitation, also, seventeen of 
the artists, whose paintings were among the best of those in the Prize 
Fund Exhibition, withdrew their pictures from that collection in order 
to send them to Louisville.

As a whole, it is believed that this is the best art collection yet 
shown in the Exposition’s Art Department, which, in its new location 
—in the main Exposition building—has probably the best-lighted and 
most perfectly adapted gallery for its purpose to be found in America.

A number of the illustrations herein contained have been taken, 
by permission, from National Academy Notes of different years; others 
were prepared especially for this Catalogue from drawings by the 
artists.

The French Revolution of 1848. 

The Buffalo Fine Arts Academy, Buffalo, N. Y. 

Description of the Picture: From the Buffalo Catalogue. 

“ The French Revolution of 1848” is painted on a canvas ten feet high by- 
twenty feet long. It contains two hundred and fifty figures—many of which 
are portraits—and ranks among the great historical paintings of the century. 
The scene is in the great square of the Hotel de Vzlle, Paris, on the 24th of 
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February, 1848. There has been fighting a short while ago; the pavement has 
been torn up for jhe building of a barricade, and a cannon, whi,ch fell into the 
hands of the people on the capture of the Hotel de Ville, points out of the pic¬ 
ture toward the spectator. 

The people have just appointed the Provisional Government, composed of 
citizens Dupont D’Eure, President; Lamartine, Frangois Arago, Ledru Rollin, 
Louis Blanc, Pagnere Flacon, Albert, Marie Cremieux, Garniere Pages, and 
Armand Marat. 

A great crowd, composed of representatives of the People, the Army, the Na¬ 
tional Guards, and the Schools, is listening to the proclamation of the Republic 
by Lamartine, who stands upon a chair, surrounded by the other newly ap¬ 
pointed administrators of public affairs. 

“My friends,” he cries, in aloud voice, “the Republic is proclaimed, and 
France will sanction our choice!” Turning to the citizens who carry the flags, 
he adds: “ The tri-colored flag has made the circuit of the world, and has cov¬ 
ered France with glory, while, on the other hand, the red flag has only gone 
around the Cha 7 tip de Mars, bathed in streams of blood.” His words are well 
received. 

The brave General Durivier (killed in June, 1848) is seen with officers of the 
Chasseurs , officers of the Dragoons, and pupils of the Polytechnic School. The 
troops of the line signify their adhesion to the Republic, holding up their mus¬ 
kets reversed. The National Guard, in column, surrounded on all sides by the 
people, discharge their muskets in the air, as a sign of rejoicing at the procla¬ 
mation of the Republic. 

There are scores of separate incidents in the picture, and portraits of many 
interesting personages. The seaman is Corporal Benoit, belonging to the Gred- 
land, ship of the line; formerly he had been in charge of the King’s yacht, and 
accompanied the Royal family in its excursions on the Seine. He had been 
recommended to his father by the Prince de Joinville, who knew him on board the 
Belle Poule , the vessel the prince commanded when it brought back to France 
the remains of the First Napoleon. Benoit fought through the whole of the 24th. 
The brothers Renaud, sculptors, are here; one of them fraternizes with the 
army and is giving his hand to the sergeant of the line. The other, mortally 
wounded in the chest by several balls received at the capture of the Chateau 
(TEau, is being carried to the field hospital in the Hotel de Ville on a litter 
formed of muskets. His Newfoundland dog follows the soldiers who are carry¬ 
ing him. 

Near a pile of costly and beautiful objects, plundered from the palaces, and 
guarded by a sturdy young workman, lies the dead body of a man with the sig¬ 
nificant placard on his breast, “ Death to Thieves.” This man was named Roux. 
He was a journeyman mason, and was shot to death by his comrades, at the 
barricade which covered the square, for having committed a theft during the 
fight. The man who mounts guard points out how robbers are punished. 

A pupil of the Polytechnic School is in command of the escort that conveys 
the gold and silver ware and the jewelry taken by the people from the Tuilleries 
to the depot in the Hotel de Ville, after the flight of the ex-King. The small 
statue, representing Joan of Arc, was sculptured by the Princess Marie, daugh¬ 
ter of the King. 

A pupil of the school of St. Cyr, carrying a small bag on his shoulder, is en¬ 
deavoring to persuade the young woman to retire from the ground to avoid pos¬ 
sible danger. 
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“ Marie of Lille," a handsome brunette, rides into the square on a white 
charger which has been captured from the Municipal Guard during the strug¬ 
gle. She wears a Phrygian cap—emblem of Liberty—and holds in her right 
hand a drawn sword, and in her left hand the red flag of the Commune, which 
however, has been inscribed, " Vive la Republique” She has been decorated 
with the Cross of the Legion of Honor, in recognition of her bravery and zeal 
in attending the wounded during the struggle. 

Toward the right, a stand has upon it a wooden bowl with an inscription ask¬ 
ing offerings for the wounded. It already contains numerous coins, and is guarded 
by a man named Junot, a terrace-maker. This man, in order not to abandon his 
post at the barricades, did not eat food for two days. 

The people, during the combat and after the victory, carry standards bearing 
inscriptions of the principles for which they have contended : "Abolition of the 
Death Penalty," “ Liberty of the Press,” “ Rights of Labor," “ Liberty, 
Equality, Fraternity." 

This painting has an interesting history : It was painted soon after the Revo¬ 
lution, and was very popular in Paris. When Napoleon III re-established the 
Empire, he considered it advisable that the picture should be suppressed, and 
in order to save it from governmental destruction, it was quietly sent over to 
America, where, after a time, it was purchased by its present owners for a large 
sum of money.

A crowd of excited workingmen has gathered in front of the residence of 
the owner of the foundries—seen in the right of the picture—where they 
have been working. The spokesman-of the party is talking earnestly, re-

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citing the grievances of his distressed companions, toward whom he points 
with his left hand, while his right hand is clenched, showing that he is speak¬ 
ing temperately with an effort. Behind him standsa brawny workman in his 
shirt sleeves, critically observing the face of the mill owner; others regard 
the latter vindictively, some curiously. All, however, are determined. 
Some would use violence. One is picking up a stone. Only a little thing 
will turn the crowd into a mob. A woman, who dreads possible violent ac¬ 
tion by the men, is appealing to one of them to urge the crowd to desist. 
The man holds out his hands : “Look at the case,” he seems to say; “ what 
can we do? Must we starve?” 

The mill owner's face is pale. It is a hard, unsympathetic face, and seems 
to indicate that the artist, in the selection of his type, was actuated by a 
feeling of sympathy for the workingmen, whose cause he desired to pre¬ 
sent in the strongest possible way. The mill owner in the picture is a man 
whose whole aim is money getting. There is no sympathy in the man ; he 
seems to desire to temporize with the crowd, to avert present difficulty until 
he can provide against danger. Every face in the picture is a study. One 
man looks sneeringly at the pale face of the mill owner; others have in 
their eyes the figures of a half-starved woman with an infant in her arms 
and a scantily clothed child beside her, standing near the steps of the rich 
man’s house, an emphatic illustration of the hard lives lived by the families 
of the poorly paid men. 

Beyond the grimy foundries a river divides the city. Through the mist we 
see sails of river craft, and discern the outlines of a bridge. A gray, cold 
sky harmonizes well with the general sentiment of the picture.— National 
Academy Notes , 1886.
